the poultry losses and disensos,

The houses for the young stock should
be dry and well ventllated, and the

fehlcks should be kept from crowding
and tnught 1o go on the roosts ns soon
na pousible, so that there will be ne
dnnger of deformed hreastbhones onused
by overerowding, The browd roops and
brooders should recelvae mich of the
ponltryman's uttention durlng the hot
weason, nod the e chloks should
hive cloan, dry straw on the floars of
thelr coops amd ulso plenty of freal alr
and shade

Lime v one of the beat things to use
In the houses, elther fn the form of
whitewash or sprinkled about the floor
as o powder, Carbolle neld s also a
good disinfectant, and kerosens should
be usedd In the Aght agninst llce nod
mitek.  The clilcks need to be dusted
with Insect powder and thelr dusting
places sprinkled with It The yards
shoulil be dug up often and disinfected
with Hme apd earbolle acld, so that
the gromul will not become old and
full of dlsense gorms

Cooking Pood For Fowlas,

Cooking the foxl destroys the live
celln and does not add anythiog to the
food except bulk nud renders the starch
more eanlly digestible. The cooking Is
chiefly of service In adding variety to
the food and in destroying any unde
sirable germs which may be present In
meat food, (Cooked food fed to fowls
two or three times & week will afford a

\ desirable varlety to the ratlon and belp
\

toward better results from the fock,
but do pot feed fowls on an exclusively
cooked food dlet If you wish to keep
them well angd strong. Cooked whole
grains should be fed sparingly and not
too frequently —P. T, Woods, M. D, In

The flock needs an abundance of
fresh alr and as much llberty as ean
be given, With a amall flock It Is pos-
aible to shovel away u few feet of snow
around the henhouse door, letting tho
fowls get outside for awhlle every day.
Leave the door open durlng the middle
of the day and let them go and come as
they please. When there 18 no snow
on the ground allow the door to re-
maln open from 10 o'clock In the morn-
ing until sundown, Don't coddle your
hens, for & wouk and debllitated flock
will never be able to stand the straln
of long continued egg laying.—Subur-
ban Life.

Keep Pounltry Houses Clean.

Cleanliness ls one of the chlef requl-
sites of soceess, so the houses, nests
and yards should be cleanmd frequent-
Iy, the houses whitewashed and Insect
powder used freely, Clean out the
dropplngs every day, oll the roosts fre-
quently and provide clean material for
the nests every two weeks, If this Is
done there will be no trouble from lice,
but If fith Is allowed to accumulate
the mites will multiply rapldly and
cange no end of trouble.—~American Ag-
riculturist.

Feather Pulling.

One of the mont satisfactory ways
of treating feather pulling, says Rell-
able Poultry Journal, Is to rub a little
extract of nloss on the feuthers of the
bird about the portion that has been
pleked at, After the feather pullers
bave had & good taste of the feathers
dosed with aloes they are not likely %o
give you any further trouble.

Feeding Damaged Grain,

All griln damaged by dampness may
be freely fed to poultry If thoroughly
dried out Ia & bet oven. Hcoreh it Just
u little.

On the other bhand, In dalry communi-
tiea the soll lmproves In fertllity, the
crops Increase In amount and variety,
marketsa improve, thrift is apparent
and (ntelllgence abounds.

Too complacent dalrymen In higher
latitudes are apt to forget that the

daley belt s rapldly locreasiog In
breadth as well as length, and this
fact emphasizes the necessity for

abandoning the old tools and old meth.
ods nnd adopting business principles
In the conduct of the dalry business.
There I8 no danger of any great or
permanent oversupply of dalry prod-
ucts. The demand for first class milk,
butter and cheese will be equal to the
supply, but with better cows, better
feading and more intelligent care the
production must be Increased and the
cost of production decreased.

BUTTERMAKING.

At What Pelnt to Stop Churaiag.
Washing and Salting.

It {8 Important to know at just what
polat to stop churning. For best re
silts In freelng the granules from the
buttermilk and incorporating the salt
it Is considered that the butter granules
should be mbout the size of beans or
grains of corn, possibly a little larger.
The churn {8 then stopped and the but-
termllk allowed to drain. After the
buttermilk la well dralned from the
butter granules an amount of water
about equal In volume and of the same
teruperature as the buttermilk should
be ndded and the churn given four ar
fve revolutions slowly, so that the wa-
ter will come In contact with every
particle of butter and wash out the
remaining buttermlilk.

A8 soop us the wash water has drain-
ed well from the butter granules salt
should be added. The amount of salt
used wid depend entirely on the de
mands of the consumer. Usually about
an ounce of salt for ench pound of but
ter wlll be necessnry. If the ordinary
barrel churn Is used, which Is perhaps
the best form made, the salt may be
added In the churn, By glving the
chiurn o few revolutions the salt will
be quite thoroughly iodorporated with
the butter. It should stand In this con-
dition for a few minutes, until the salt
Lhecomes more or less dissolved, before
the working of the butter I8 begun.— E.
H. Webster,
